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Amendments to the Claims: 

This listing of claims will replace all prior versions, and listings, of claims in 
the application: 

1 . (currently amended) A modular disc brake comprising a service brake 
mechanism having at least one a plurality of thrust units and modules in form of a 
frame, a cover, and a house for a service brake mechanism, at least a part of said 
house positioned between and outside said frame and said cover and mounted to 
be substantially unloaded during braking; 

wherein said frame includes a recess having a bottom dofinod by an outor 
poriphora l wal l and a floor , the floor bottom of the recess having at l e ast on e ho le 
therein a plurality of openings adapted to allow the at l oast ono plurality of thrust 
units to pass therethrough; 

wherein said house comprises a bottom an out e r p e riph e ra l wall and a floor , 
the floor bottom of said house having at loast ono holo a plurality of through 
openings therein adapted to allow the at le ast on e plurality of thrust units to pass 
therethrough; and 

wherein tho outor poriphora l wa ll of sa i d houso corresponds in s i zo and 
shapo to tho outor por i phora l wa l l of tho rocoss, and whoroin said house is 
disposed within the recess in said frame such that the floor of sa i d hous e abuts th e 
floor of th e r e c e ss and such that tho ho l o in tho floor plurality of through openings 
in the bottom of said house Is are aligned with the ho le i n th e floor plurality of 
openings in the bottom of the recess such that the at le ast on e plurality of thrust 
units may b e pass e d pass through the floor bottom of said house and the floor 
bottom of the recess. 
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2. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 1 , characterized in that a lower 
part of the house is received in the recess. 

3. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 2, characterized in that the 
house is made of a plastic material. 

4. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 1 characterized in that the brake 
mechanism is a single pre-mounted unit received in the house. 

5. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 3, characterized in that the 
brake mechanism is pre-mounted in the house or cover. 

6. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 5, characterized in that the 
cover is attached in such a way that it covers an open end of the house. 

7. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 6, characterized in that the 
house is open in one direction to receive the brake mechanism; that it has one or 
more openings for connection of one or more thrust units of the brake mechanism 
with one or more thrust plates; and that it has a space for receiving a lever of the 
brake mechanism. 

8. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 7, characterized in that the 
frame and cover has openings to receive a number of pull rods, which pull rods 
are clamped between the frame and the cover in that nuts are received on one 
end of each pull rod and that the pull rods have a head at the other end. 

9. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 8, characterized in that a gasket 
is received between the house and the cover. 
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10. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 9, characterized in that the 
house is pre-tensioned by means of the pull rods. 

1 1 . (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 1 , wherein the house receives 
a lever of the brake mechanism. 

12. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 1 , wherein a number of pull 
rods are clamped between the frame and the cover without passing through the 
house. 

13. (currently amended) A modular disc brake comprising a brake mechanism 
having at least on e a plurality of thrust units and modules in form of a frame, a 
cover, and a house; 

wherein said frame includes a recess having a bottom dofinod by an outor 
p e r i ph e ral wall and a floor , the fleer bottom of the recess having at l oast ono ho l o 
a plurality of openings therein adapted to allow the at le ast on e plurality of thrust 
units to pass therethrough; 

wherein said house comprises a bottom an out e r periphera l wal l and a floor , 
the fleer bottom of said house having at loast ono ho l o a plurality of through 
openings therein adapted to allow the at le ast on e plurality of thrust units to pass 
therethrough; and 

wherein the outor poriphora l wall of said house corr e sponds in size and 
shap e to tho out e r periph e ral wal l of th e recess, and wh e r e in said house is 
disposed within the recess in said frame such that tho floor of said house abuts tho 
floor of th e rec e ss and such that tho holo i n tho floor the plurality of through 
openings in the bottom of said house is are aligned with the ho l o in tho floor 
plurality of openings in the bottom of the recess such that the at l oaot ono plurality 
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of thrust units may be passed through the floor bottom of said house and the floor 
bottom of the recess. 

14. (currently amended) A modular disc brake comprising a brake mechanism 
having at l oast ono a plurality of thrust units and modules in form of a frame, a 
house, a cover, and a number of pull rods, wherein the number of pull rods clamp 
between the frame and the cover without passing through the house and the 
house is pre-tensioned by means of the pull rods; 

wherein said frame includes a recess having a bottom d e fin e d by an out e r 
p e r i ph e ral wa ll and a floor , the floor bottom of the recess having at le ast on e ho le 
a plurality of openings therein; 

wherein said house comprises a bottom an outer poriphoral wall and a floor , 
the floor bottom of said house having at le ast on e hol e a plurality of through 
openings therein; and 

wherein the out e r p e r i ph e ral wal l of sa i d hous e corresponds i n s i zo and 
shap e to th e out e r p e r i ph e ral wa ll of th e r e c e ss, and wh e r ei n said house is 
disposed within the recess in said frame such that the floor of sa i d hous e abuts th e 
floor of th e rec e ss and such that th e ho le i n th e floor plurality of through openings 
in the bottom of said house is are aligned with the hole plurality of openings in the 
floor bottom of the recess such that the at l e ast one plurality of thrust units may bo 
pass e d pass through the floor bottom of said house and the floor bottom of the 
recess. 

15. (currently amended) A modular disc brake comprising a service brake 
mechanism having at loast ono a plurality of thrust units and modules in form of a 
frame, a house for the service brake mechanism and a cover, wherein, the house 
is mounted not to take up any load during braking and the house is made of plastic 
material; 
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wherein, the brake mechanism is a single pre-mounted unit received in the 
house and the brake mechanism is pre-mounted in the house or cover; 

wherein, the cover is attached in such a way that it covers an open end of 
the house; 

wherein, the house has a space for receiving a lever of the brake 
mechanism; 

wherein, the frame and cover have openings to receive a number of pull 
rods, which pull rods are clamped between the frame and the cover in that nuts 
are received on one end of each pull rod and the pull rods have a head at the 
other end; 

wherein said frame includes a recess having a bottom d e fin e d by an out e r 
p e r i ph e ra l wall and a floor , the fleer bottom of the recess having at l oast ono ho l o 
a plurality of openings therein; 

wherein said house comprises a bottom an out e r poriphora l wal l and a floor , 
the fleer bottom of said house having at loast one ho l o a plurality of through 
openings therein; and 

wherein the outer p e r i ph e ra l wa ll of sa i d hous e corr e sponds in size and 
shapo to tho outor poriphora l wa l l of tho rocoss, and whoroin said house is 
disposed within the recess in said frame such that the floor of said houso abuts tho 
floor of tho rocoss and such that tho ho l e i n tho floor plurality of through openings 
in the bottom of said house is are aligned with the bele plurality of openings in the 
fleer bottom of the recess such that the at loast ono plurality of thrust units may be 
passed through the fleer bottom of said house and the fleer bottom of the recess. 

16. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 15, wherein, a gasket is 
received between the house and the cover. 
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17. (previously presented) The disc brake of claim 16, wherein, the house is pre- 
tensioned by means of the pull rods.
